of last year by tile sickness of Agnes 
Polreis, whom he found in a greatly 
weakened and anemic condition. 
He 
made a medical examination of the 
girl and discovered that she was af 
footed by diabetes-rnellltus. 
On his 
suggestion it was determined to send 
the girl to the hospital. 
Ho said the 
girl begged to stay

Dr. Germain said there was no evi 
donee of the girl having been the vic­

the Defendant Was Guilty of the

Francisco. June 14.—A Jury 
Thursday night declared Mayor Eu­ 
gene E. Schmitz guilty of the crime of 
extortion as charged against him in 
the Oliver grand Jury indictment. 
The jurors were out one hour and 
thirty-five 
minutes. 
They 
elected 
Charles E. Carp foreman and at once 
proceeded to an informal ballot. This 
was cast verbally and 
stood (dover 
for conviction and one' for acquittal, 
Juror Burns, a shoemaker, casting the 
dissenting vote. 
Then tho twelve men bogan a dis­ 
cussion of the evidence. 
At the end 
of an hour the first formal ballot was 
cast. 
it was a written ballot and was 
unanimous for conviction. 
The jurym en Issued this statem ent 
to tho Associated Press Immediately 
after the ir dismissal by the court: 
“In justice to Juror Burns It should 
be explained that he did not vote for 
acquittal because he was dissatisfied 
with the evidence 
or believed there 
was 
any doubt 
of the 
defendant’s 
guilt. 
Two 
forms 
of verdict 
were 
given to Hie jury and the consecutive 
reading 
of these 
momentarily 
con­ 
fuses! Mr. Burns. 
As seam as he un­ 
derstood the1 m atter he cast his vote 
with the other eleven and the verdict 
was accomplished.’’ 
Mr Barns approved this statem ent 
as correct.

“We have.” he said. 
“What is your verdict? 
Ts the de­ 
fendant guilty or not guilt v?" 
Foreman Capp

"Guilty,” very 
slowly and very low.

Schmitz to the custody of the sheriff 
and the m ayor was taken to his own 
home by the sheriff. 
The mayor will 
.apply for boil pending an appeal.

This is a mere for­ 
mality, as the parties to the original 
convention already have agreed to re­

Mrs. Shafer was formerly 
a school 
teacher. 
Shafer 
w’as 
compelled to 
marry her. 
For five years they lived 
apart, but he promised to do better, 
and reconciliation wras effected. Thurs­ 
day he whipped his wife cruelly and 
a constable arrested him. 
He was re­ 
leased on 
bond and returned 
to his 
moth or-in-1 aw-’s 
home, 
and 
after 
knocking hor dowm, he rushed at her 
and began shooting. 
After the 
wto - 
man had been shot 
the little eight- 
year-old boy begged piteously to bo 
left with his mother, but the inhuman 
father dragged him away up the hill­ 
side to the 
nearby woodshed, 
then 
placing the revolver against his head, 
blew out the 
child’s brains. 
After­ 
wards he shot him through the heart 
and building a fir*1 attempted to burn 
the body. 
Shafer is at large, hut is being hunt 
cd by IOO men with bloodhounds. 
He 
will he lynched if caught.
